(1) Assuming that an average ad- 
mission fee of fifty cents per person 
is paid to see the movies or show, it 
means that $300,000.00 a night or 
nearly $2,000,000.00 a week are spent 
bythe people of this one city for past- 
time. We are no longer thinking of the 
“speakeasies”, where the average per- 
gon is likely to spend $10.00.

in the New York papers, according to 
the testimony of Protestant ministers, 
the churches are pretty empty. There- 
fore, pleasure is served many times 
better than God by most of the city’s 
people. There is one consoling side to 
the picture, and it is this, that there 
are nearly as many Catholic churches 
in New York as there are moving pic- 
ture houses with possibly an equal 
Seating capacity, and they are filled 
two or three times at least on Sunday. 
We venture the opinion that there are 
more people attending the Catholic 
churches on Sunday than attend the 
movies on any given evening, possibly 
as many people as attend all show 
houses on Saturday evening.

(3) We are certain that the Sunday 
money receipts at all Catholic churches 
fall very far short of the money re- 
ceipts at the movies on any given 
evening.

It is very true that intense interest |

But it rests with the “ministers of 
Christ and the dispensers of the mys- 
teries of God,” duly appointed and 
commissioned, to make God's religion 
attractive, to make attendance at di- 
vine services attractive, to make virtue 
attractive, and always in line with the 
plan of God. The people constitute 
the school of the Church who are to 
be taught, who are to be guided and 
directed; they are not the commis- 
sioned teachers of the Church, not its 
guides and counselors. We are told in

placed Bishops to rule the Church of 


God.”

t requires even more care to deve- 
lop the spiritual than the physical 
life, because man does not tend by 
nature to spirituality, but rather to 
carnality and to his material well- 


being. In order to thrive materially | 


the physical life must be protected 
and promoted, hence there is a rath- 
er natural disposition to look after 
one’s physical well-being. 

During recent years numerous peo- 
ple have gone on a hunger strike or 
on a fast endurance, and it has been 


quite clearly proved that one cannot 


survive more than sixty or seventy 
days without giving the body some 
form of nourishment. One could not 
survive half that long if he were not 
on his back in bed most the time, 
permitting his heart to rest as much

In other words, as the 
says, physical death may be brought 
on without doing anything positive to 
invite it. It is said that in the far 
east there is a method of executing a 
criminal whereby he is placed within 
a glass enclosure, from which all the 
air is extracted. ‘There no blow 
dealt. no electrocution, but the princi- 
pal nourishment on which the lungs 
and heart must feed, namely, oxygen, 
is withdrawn. 

Now the spiritual life is lost as fre- 
quently by neglect as it is by posi- 
tive sin. Whenever a grievous sin is 
committed, commits spiritual

suicide. But because God so craves 
the salvation of a sinner he fre- 
quently works the miracle of the 


spiritual order whereby the spiritual 
life is restored. 

The spiritual life is the super- 
natural life, which is needed as a con- 
dition for entering into supernatural 
beatitude such as is God's beatitude 
in Heaven. Since a thousand times 
more is at stake every human being 
should be a thousand times more in- 
terested in safe-guarding and pro- 
moting his spiritua! well-being than 
he is in protecting and developing 
his physical life.

HE President of Princeton Univer- 
sity is right in declaring that God 
is a Person, but for the generality of 
people the word “person” needs an ex- 
planation. It is impossible for us to 
represent Almighty God except in 
some material, and usually a human 
form, such as He is pictured in art, in 
books of religious instruction used by 
children. This leads one to identify 
the idea of a person generally with a 
“human” person possessing a body 
with its hands, and feet, and eyes, and 
ears, etc. 
But if the material part of man 


made him a person then every animal 
‘would be a person, because it has a 
body and the five senses, as has the 


human being. In fact bodily it does 
not differ radically from the human 
being. It must eat and sleep and have 
shelter; it becomes sick and dies just 
as the human body. Therefore, that 
which gives a human being person- 
ality is not the body, but the spiritual 
part of him. 

Hence philosophy and your big dic- 
tionary will define person as a rational 
being. Now surely God is that, and 
the angels are that, and man is that. 
Therefore there are three classes of

Continuation of the Pastoral Letter of the Second Provincial 
Council of Cincinnati, 1858. 

“1. Duties towards the Church. You should feel 
an earnest sympathy with whatever is calculated to pro- 
mote the interests and advance the prosperity of the 
Church. Your zea) for this noble object should be com- 
mensurate with that of your devoted clergy. Your in- 
terests are identified with theirs; for they both have the 
same elevated objects, as well as the same powerful mo- 
tives of action. Whatever is for the increase of God's 
Church; whatever will aid in the extension of our holy 
faith; whatever will contribute to the beautifying of Cod's 
visible temples or churches; whatever will tend to the 
dissipation of error and the defense of truth; whatever, 
in one word, will assist the Church in her world-wide 
struggle with error and vice to the end of time—all this 
should claim your zealous and generous co-operation. 

“For the building up and suitable adornment of 
churches, wherein you and your children and your chil- 
dren’s children may reverently assist at the Holy Sacri- 
fice of the New Law; for the erection of school-honses, 
wherein your children may receive a sound Christian edu- 
cation, under the sanction of the Church and under the 
shadow of her holy sanctuary ; for the founding of orphan 
asylums for children of both sexes; for the establishment 
and support of Seminaries, wherein pious youths—your 


own beloved children—may be reared up in solid virtue 


and learning, to become priests and to minister worthily 
at God’s altars for your spiritual benefit; all these excel- 
lent and necessary objects call for your substantial aid 
and co-operation; which, it greatly consoles us to be able 
to testify, have not been withheld in times past; and 
which relying on your well known faith, zeal, and liberal- 
ity, we feel quite assured, will not only not be withdrawn, 
but will go on continually increasing in the future. You 


could not possibly contribute to more useful or more noble 


objects than these. God, who is never outdone in gener- 
osity, and whose rithes are infinite, will repay you a 
hundredfold for whatever you may bestow of your 


- worldly goods for these excellent purposes, which are at 


the same time so useful to you, and so very dear to him. 
“We cannot surely carry our money with us to the 
next World; and it is infinitely better for our welfare, 


both temporal ‘and eternal, that we spend a goodly por- 


tion of it while on earth for the promotion of pious and 
charitable enterprises. Then will it profit us unto an in- 
crease of grace here, and unto life everlasting hereafter. 
For, What doth it profit a man, if he gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?’ When we will come to die, 
beloved Brethren; what good will all our money do us? 
To whom shall we leave it, and whose shall our posses- 
sions be? Will our children be always really and per- 
manently benefited by the riches we will leave them? Will 
they not often squander as recklessly as it has been care- 
fully amassed? Better send on a goodly portion of it be- 
fore us to be laid up in the treasury of heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust can consume, where thieves break 
not in and steal; and where it will await our coming up 
from this valley of tears into the eternal tabernacles. 

“So it was, beloved Brethren, that our pious fathers 
in the faith acted during their mortal pilgrimage; and 
their works have followed them, and their children rise 
up and call them blessed. 
cathedrals, the noble monasteries, the magnificent colleges 
and universities, the munificent hospitals and orphan asy- 
lums, which are scattered over Europe, and many of 
which, even in the ruins which the rapacious vandalic 
heresies of the sixteenth century have left of them, are 
still stately and sublime? Who but our generous and 
noble hearted Catholic ancestors, who preferred the wor- 
ship of God to that of Mammon, and who accordingly 
lavished their earthly wealth without stint or measure 
for the purposes of learning, charity and religion? From 
those solemn monuments of their zeal and truly Catholic 
liberality, they silently, but eloquently, call on their chil- 
dren living in this degenerate age of Mammonism to im- 
itate their truly munificent example. Shall they call in 
vain?” 

“2. Supporting our religious press. This is an- 
other important duty of the laity. Here, too, we may be 
stimulated to exertion by the example of our separated 
brethren, who in general liberally support their own var- 
ious sectarian papers and periodicals. The apathy and 
indifference of Catholics in this respect is, indeed, as la- 
mentable as it is inexplicable. Why is it, we ask, that 
nearly all of our religious papers are permitted to lan- 
guish for want of support? Is the truth less calculated 
to stimulate its advocates to exertion than is error? Are 
Caholics willing to permit misrepresentation and calumny 
against themselves to go forth to the world uncorrected, 
unrebuked? Is the poison to be freely circulated without 
the antidote’? Forbid it love of truth; forbid it zeal for 
God's holy Church! 

“We entreat you then, beloved Brethren, to awake 
from your lethargy in this respect, and to extend a willing 
and generous support to those papers and periodicals 
which are published, with the approval of your chief pas- 
tors, for the explanation and defense of our holy Faith; 
especially for those which are published in your own 
Province or Diocese. As the Holy Father, Pius IX, says: 


‘Providence seems to have given in our days a great mis- 


sion to the Catholic press. It is for it to preserve the 
principles of order and of faith where they still prevail, 
and to propagate them where impiety and cold indiffer- 
ence have caused them to be forgotten.“

The bitter controversy now raging in the religious 
field between the fundamentalists and modernists over 
this subject of intense human interest, warrants a few 
words of explanation from the scientific standpoint. 


All forms of living matter are made up of simple 
structural units, organized bits of protoplasm called cells. 
These microscopic building blocks, diminutive animals so 
to speak, are all fundamentally alike having in common, 
the power, (1) to absorb nourishment and grow, (2) to 

do work, (3) to respond to stimulation, (4) to move, (5) 
to reproduce themselves. They differ greatly, however, in 
size, shape, structure and function. Imbedded in this bio- 
logical building block is a nucleus of more delicate mate- 
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‘rial than the rest of the cell which controls the activity 

ok the organization. In plants a cell wall like a compart- 
ment in a honey comb commonly houses the unit, but in 
animals this enveloping sheath is usually absent or else 
very indistinct. 


Each cell has its own complete life history: it is gen- 
erated or born from a pre-existing parent cell! it per- 
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forms its allotted and distinctive task and reproduces it- 
self or dies. 

Reproduction is accomplished by cell division, the 
splitting apart of a mother cell to form two daughters. 
In this sundering process the nucleus of the parent cell 
first separates into two parts, then the body of the cell 
divides giving rise to twins, duplicates of the mother. In 
the higher forms of life the new individual, animal, bird, 
Ste, begins its career from a mother cell or diminutive 
egg which is generated by an adult female of the species. 
This cell, however, does not usually begin the dividing 
process until it has met and merged (mated) with a fath- 
er cell, which originated in an adult male of the species. . 
In this nuptial event the father cell is engulfed and as- 
similated by the mother cell following the custom of cer- 
tain insects which eat their spouses as a wedding feast. 
The mother cell having devoured her mate then divides or 
gives birth to female offspring. This pair of twins is the 
result of gamogenesis, (sexual reproduction). At this 
point, however, sexual generation ceases and partheno- 
genesis, (virgin birth) begins, inasmuch as each succeed- 
ing pair of twins is fatherless, no individual male cell 
having taken part in the reproduction owing perhaps to 
an excusable aversion of the father cell to being used as 
a wedding lunch. 

Now as the human body is composed of countless bil- 
lions of cells, only two of which, the first pair of twins, 
were the result of the union of a male and a female cell, 
all the rest being of virgin birth, it seems from the stand- 
point of numbers, that modernists have greatly over- 
emphasized the importance of sexual generation. This 
over-emphasis is revealed strikingly by Morgan, Loeb, 
Ashworth and others, who have shown in biological ex- 
periments that it is not even necessary for the original 
mother cell to meet and mate with a father cell, the sun- 
dering process having been initiated by electrical stimula- 
tion, by contact with certain salt solutions or by other 
means, thus producing twin daughters of virgin birth. 
Loeb proved that unfertilized eggs of the sea urchin can 
he caused to develop by a short exposure to ultra violet 
light.
